Cultivation of Poplars for 

teneive in tiie Orient. 

Tin euliivaiinn ol poplars forlum- 
ber is an extensive industry in Syria, 
wr'.ies \V. Iv I'urtis. in the t'hieago 
iieconi-iieraid. A ero|) is piautcd 
regularly every year. By irrigation 
tlu' trees gu/tt lapnlls. -!; ■..■.mii; up 
like stalks of sugar cane, and are kept 
trimmed eo that all the strength of 
the sap sliall go into the trunk and 
none shall be wasted in hranchcs. 
You see mile after mile of groves of 
thin waiated pi plars idanied as close- 
ly as po^sil)I^ . When :ln \ are !ar^e 
enough they are eul t!o.-e to the 
ground, shipped to market and the 
roots ari' ;:ni!ilM d uut forfm I. There 
is a great demand for roof poles or 
rafters. The hootee in this part of 
the \*i)rld. like those in Mexico, are 
built of adobe — sun-dried clay. The 
walls are erected, poplar polea are 
laid across them, covered v» ith brush 
ii.il then with mud, wliieli contains 
s.i iiiiu'ii elay that with the u»e of a 
little siiaw it beoomes as hard as a 
briek. The houses may be white- 
washed or nut, aceording to the 
wealth and taste of theownerc. ' They 
I list very little either in money or la- 
bor, and look a» if a heavy rain would 
waah them away, but aome of them 
have endured for centuriea.

The Judge is of rather more than

The Judge 
doesn't do much dilly dallying in 
conducting the business of the 
court Hia "Oentlemen of the 
Jury, you will tind (he defendant 
guilty; call the next case, " puts 
one in mind of the annual bap- 
tisms of the old minister. It 
was winter and a hole had to be 
out through the ice to (he river 
below. In dipping a rather heavy 
lady thronsh the ice the minister 
lost his hold and the lic^avy lady 
passed out of eight; without a 
break in tbe earamony ba calmly 
said: "Another soul gonato glory;

Judge Erana, it ia said, is well 
versed in the tenets of iiis pro- 
fession and is still a student in what 
Blaakatone says is the highest pro- 
feesion of all. or as he couches it.

Of course in this case ns in imny 
oiher cases, the jury took no pnrt 
except to tile into (heir sonts, loi<k 
interested, and he told hy the 
judge later that he had dccidnrl 
the case, and that they c luld liriiiL,' 
in a Tenlict for the plaintiir.

Of course if a lawyer insists on 
telling the court what he thinks 
about things and the court feels 
like hearing him that's ditTfirent, 
otherwise tliere's tines and celle 
and a whole lot of unpleasantness 
for the aforesaid lawyer. 

We were also interested in one 
of (he assistants to the couri, we 
did not inquire what his name was 
but he was. or seemed to be, pret- 
ty nearly (he whole thing oufsiric 
of the liais on which tbe throne 
was placed. Ha was of a bright, 
shiny black color, and (ho miiu- 
nor in which he told us to sit down 
and again to get out of the door 
and make less noise, and to do va- 
rious things that seemed to otren<l 
or annoy him, that we ventured to 
enquire if he was tbe Emperor of 
Morocco, but no answer was re- 
turned to this interrogatory. He 
bears eomewhat of a resemblance 
to old tJnele Pete Linn, but Uncle 
Pete snys.
